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Dollars  Driven  Away 
By  Illegal  Auto  Repairs? 


Trees  Please 


Auto  repair  businesses  operating  out  of 
residential  homes  cost  Glen  Park  neighbors 
as  much  as  $50,000  per  household,  according 
to  a  recent  informal  poll  of  five  realtors 
and  two  appraisers. 

This  shocking  figure  comes  about  be- 
cause the  illegal  shops  are  considered  by 
both  the  City  and  potential  home  buyers 
as  a  symptom  of  neighborhood  blight.  Thus, 
home  sellers  wind  up  discounting  the  price 
of  the  residence  in  order  to  make  the  prop- 
erty appealing  to  a  buyer. 

In  a  business  where  location  is  every- 
thing, it  is  not  surprising  that  the  actual 
dollar  discount  depends  on  the  surrounding 
neighborhood.     "In  the  Excelsior,  the  Shops 
are  part  of  the  landscape,"  said  one  bro- 
ker, "so  nobody  cares.     But  in  Glen  Park, 
they're  not.     Or  they're  not  supposed  to  be. 
On  the  lower  slopes,  it  means  lowering  the 
asking  price  (and  therefore  the  eventual 
sale  price)  by  about  $20,000." 

Other  brokers  and  one  appraiser  echoed 
that  figure,  but  according  to  the  second 
appraiser,  "If  the  home  is  in  a  so-called 
picturesque  area,  or  if  there  are  views  , 
or  other  desirables,  then  it  results  in 
devaluation  as  much  as  $50,000."  When 
he  was  told  that  seemed  high,  the  apprais- 
er pointed  out,  "When  you're  talking  about 
a  neighborhood  where  the  homes  are  going 
in  the  $350- $400  range,  as  many  are  in 
Glen  Park,  then  $50  isn't  unusual  at  all."

Street  trees  are  city  dwellers'  best 
friends.     They  clean  the  air,  provide  shade, 
mask  telephone  lines,  absorb  noise,  reduce 
glare,  block  wind,  soften  views,  and  bring 
character,  unity  and  increased  property 
value  to  our  neighborhood.; 

Now  you  can  have  a  tree  at  half  the 
usual  cost,  as  well  as  help  in  planting  it, 
thanks  to  San  Francisco  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest  (SFFUF) .     This  is  all  it  takes. 

A  planting  area  =  about  4  square  blocks. 
If  we  identify  people  willing  to  pay  for, 
plant  and  care  for  at  least  30  trees  in  a 
planting  area,  that's  half  the  battle. 
Tree  'parents'  must  organize  and  attend 
two  meetings  to  plan  and  learn;  then,  on 
planting  day,  we  provide  some  of  the  labor, 
any  tools  we  can  muster,  and  maybe  a  pot- 
luck  lunch. 

Not  only  does  SFFUF  subsidize  the  cost 
of  the  trees,  bringing  the  price  down  to 
only  $95  per  tree,  they  also  do  the  bulk 
of  the  hard  work.     They  provide  expert  ad- 
vice on  good  tree  species  for  the  neigh- 
borhood and  the  specific  site,  stakes  and 
ties,  specialized  tools,  soil  amendments 
if  needed,  expert  advice  on  planting,  care 
and  maintenance,  guidance  through  the  City's 
sometimes  Byzantine  permit  process  —  even 
sidewalk- cut ting  and  hole-digging  ser- 
vices.    And,  oh  yes,  the  tree.

The  Sky  Is  Falling:  Part  II 


No,  you're  not  going  crazy.     There  has 
been  an  increase  in  air  traffic  noise  over 
the  City's  southern  neighborhoods,  includ- 
ing Glen  Park,  in  the  past  year  or  so. 
Confirmation  came  from  the  FAA,  which  has 
approved  a  fuel-saving  5-minute  shortcut 
over  our  homes  to  replace  the  longer  over 
water  route  out  the  Golden  Gate. 

But  now  the  city  is  fighting  back.  The 
Supervisors  have  established  an  Airport 
Noise  Committee,  composed  of  Board  members, 
two  representatives  from  the  airport,  reps 
from  'interested  City  agencies'  with  tech- 
nical expertise,  and  the  public.     Two  CPA 
members  now  sit  on  this  committee,  which 
will  begin  formal  meetings  in  early  1988. 

Newly  elected  Congressional  Representa- 
tive Nancy  Pelosi  is  also  getting  involved, 
and  will  act  as  advocate  on  our  behalf 
with  the  FAA.     To  be  effective,  she'll 
need  input  from  residents  like  us,  prefer- 
ably with  specific  information  like  exact 
times,  noise  levels  (such  as  loud  enough 
to  drown  out  your  stereo,  loud  enough  to 
wake  your  children  from  their  naps,  etc.), 
and  any  markings  on  the  plane  that  you  can 
see.

Holiday  Greetings! 
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One  real  estate  salesman  had  recent 
experience  with  the  problem.     "The  seller 
wound  up  having  to  accept  an  offer  about 
$22,000  less  than  she  would  have  gotten. 
She  even  tried  to  get  the  shop  to  clean 
up  while  the  house  was  on  the  market,  but 
no  dice." 

Another  broker  pointed  out  that,  even 
if  the  shop  had  temporarily  stopped  oper- 
ation, the  seller  was  bound  by  new  dis- 
closure requirements  to  reveal  that  there 
was  a  shop  operating  on  her  block.  "The 
fines  for  non-compliance  are  steep,"  he 
said,  "and  the  buyer  would  probably  sue 
anyway. " 

The  problems  don't  come  only  at  sale 
time,  either.     Many  banks  are  reluctant 
to  issue  loans  on  homes  with  an  auto 
shop  nearby  —  both  because  of  the  low- 
ered property  value  and  because  of  the 
hazards  the  shop  itself  presents,  which 
have  been  documented  in  previous  issues  of 
the  News.     Many  of  the  shops  use  flammable 
substances  like  lacquer  paints  and  gaso- 
line only  a  few  feet  from  gas  water  heat- 
ers, so  fires  are  common. 


In  addition  to  the  visual  pollution  of 
cars  in  various  states  of  disassembly  clut- 
tering the  street  and  taking  up  precious 
parking,  the  shops  do  not  have  the  means 
to  properly  store  and  dispose  of  toxics. 
Generally,  they  get  dumped  into  the  street 
or  thrown  into  the  sewer,  putting  heavy 
elements  and  exotic  chemicals  into  the 
ecosystem  where  they  cause  longterm  damage

A  year  later,  a  SFFUF  rep  will  visit 
your  new  baby  to  trim  it,  diagnose  any 
problems,  and  give  you  a  report  on  your 
tree's  condition. 

In  other  words,  $95  buys  a  lot,  and  may 
represent  one  of  the  best  values  available 
today.     SFFUF  asks  only  that  you  promise  to 
take  responsibility  for  the  tree  and  care 
for  it.     The  program  is  open  to  homeowners 
and  businesses;  renters  should  speak  with 
landlords.     SFFUF  says  often  a  landlord 
will  split  the  cost  of  the  tree  and  take 
legal  responsibility,  if  the  renter  agrees 
to  work  on  the  planting  and  take  care  of 
the  tree. 

One  planting  area  has  been  set  aside, 
and  plans  are  already  being  made  for  the 
area  bounded  by  30th,  Laidley,  Roanoke 
and  Chenery  Streets.     The  first  planning 
meeting  will  be  on  Tuesday,  December  8th, 
at  7:30  at  the  Day  Street  Rec  Center. 
The  second  meeting  will  be  sometime  in 
January,  TBA,  and  Planting  Day  is  Febru- 
ary 13,  1988.
